HE  military  work  of  the  school  has  been  one  of  its  strongest  fea¬ 
tures  during  the  year,  yet  at  no  time  was  it  allowed  to  over¬ 
shadow  the  Academic,  which  of  necessity  must  reach  a  high 
standard  before  the  military  work  can  be  successfully  and  satis¬ 
factorily  accomplished.  Since  the  Academy  maintains  a  Junior 
Unit  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps,  the  military  work, 
both  practical  and  theoretical,  has  been  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics,  who  is  an  army  officer  detailed  by  the  War 
Department. 

The  primary  object  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  is  to  provide 
systematic  military  training  at  Civil  educational  institutions  for  the  purpose  of 
qualifying  selected  students  at  such  institutions  as  officers  in  the  military  forces 
of  the  United  States.  It  is  intended  to  obtain  to  this  object  during  the  time  the 
students  are  pursuing  their  general  and  professional  studies,  with  the  least  practi¬ 
cal  interference  with  their  civil  careers,  by  employing  methods  to  design  to  fit  men 
physically,  mentally,  and  morally  for  pursuits  of  peace  as  well  as  pursuits  of  war. 
It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  War  Department  to  make  this  a  militaristic  nation  by 
utilizing  military  measures  such  as  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps,  but  rather 
to  provide  in  time  of  national  emergency  a  large  number  of  educated  men  who  are 
instantly  available,  physically  efficient,  trained  in  the  fundamentals  of  military 
science  and  tactics,  and  fitted  to  lead  intelligently  the  units  of  the  armies  upon 
which  the  safety  of  the  country  might  depend. 

Inasmuch  as  the  corps  has  been  constantly  under  military  discipline,  a  great 
deal  more  has  been  accomplished  than  would  have  been  otherwise  possible.  Each 
unit  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  commander  of  the  territorial  department  of 
which  it  is  a  part ;  and  by  means  of  periodic  inspections  the  War  Department  is 
constantly  in  touch  with  the  work  that  is  being  conducted  in  each  of  the  units.  A 
standard  of  efficiency  has  been  set  and  units  must  be  up  to  it  at  all  times  if  they 
are  to  be  retained  by  the  schools.  This  unit  was  inspected  three  times  during  the 
year — once  in  October,  again  in  March,  and  last,  during  the  latter  part  of  April. 

The  spirit  which  was  exemplified  at  all  times  by  the  corps  was  responsible  in 
a  large  measure  for  the  development  of  one  of  the  best  corps  in  the  South.

Jfootball  Resume 

In  looking  back  over  the  football  season  of  this  year  we  will  say  that  it  was 
one  of  the  most  successful  teams  turned  out  at  Augusta  for  many  years. 

When  our  coach,  Capt.  Denton,  issued  the  first  call  for  practice  a  squad  of 
sixty  men  responded.  Among  these,  five  lettermen  of  last  year’s  aggregation,  a 
number  of  first  string  scrubs  of  last  year,  and  a  quantity  of  new  material. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  Capt.  Smiley  Denton  for  a  coach.  Capt.  Den¬ 
ton  was  a  tackle  on  the  V.  M.  I.  South  Atlantic  championship  team  of  ’23.  He 
proved  an  ideal  tutor  and  molded  into  shape  one  of  the  most  formidable  elevens 
in  the  prep  schools  of  Virginia. 

The  Head  Coach  was  ably  assisted  by  Capt  Dean,  who  handled  the  back  field 
in  a  brilliant  manner.  Capt.  Dean,  with  no  veterans  to  use  as  a  nucleus,  soon 
formed  a  back  field  that  we  were  proud  of. 

We  cannot  pass  over  without  mentioning  the  Captain  of  the  team,  Ralph 
Smith.  Ralph  was  loved  by  all  and  made  a  wonderful  leader. 

Opening  the  schedule  in  Staunton  against  the  strong  V.  S.  D.  B.  team  the 
Blue  and  White  eleven  returned  with  a  6  to  0  victory  under  their  belts.  The 
game  was  played  on  a  wet  field  and  therefore  was  not  a  proof  of  the  strength 
of  either  team. 

The  team  journeyed  next  to  Lexington,  where  they  clashed  with  the  fast 


V.  M.  I.  rat  team.  Although  the  game  was  played  for  the  most  part  in  V.  M.  I. 
territory,  Augusta  was  not  able  to  cope  with  the  aerial  attack  of  the  baby  key-dets, 
and  the  game  ended  with  A.  M.  A.  on  the  bottom  of  a  14  to  0  score. 

Playing  our  first  home  game  on  the  following  Saturday  with  S.  C.  1.  the 
Fort  Defiance  cohorts  romped  away  with  a  20  to  0  victory.  S.  C.  1.  was  clearly 
outclassed  throughout  the  contest  and  proved  no  match  for  the  driving  attack  of 
the  cadets. 

Playing  a  preliminary  to  the  V.  M.  I.  Va.  tilt  on  Alumni  Field,  Augusta 
battled  V.  E.  S.  to  a  0  to  0  score.  Although  rated  as  superior  to  their  opponents, 
the  cadets,  through  over  confidence,  were  unable  to  mark  up  a  counter. 

Massanutten  was  the  next  eleven  to  face  the  Pine  and  White,  and  fell  an 
easy  victim  to  the  terrific  onslaught  put  forth  by  the  prodigees  of  Capt.  Denton. 
After  scoring  in  the  opening  minutes  of  play  with  the  aid  of  a  fumble  and  a 
well  executed  forward  pass,  Massanutten  after  that  was  unable  to  penetrate  Au¬ 
gusta’s  defence ;  the  final  score  favoring  the  latter  27  to  7. 

Invading  Charlottesville  on  the  next  Saturday  for  the  annual  affair  with 
Woodberry  Forest,  we  returned  the  loser  by  the  heart-breaking  score  of  6  to  3. 
It  was  in  this  game  that  Sproul,  A.  M.  A.’s  stellar  end,  was  injured,  keeping  him 
out  of  the  big  Fishburne  game  the  next  Tuesday.  During  the  second  half  of 
the  game,  Augusta  missed  several  field  goals  by  inches,  any  one  of  which  would 
put  a  different  complexion  on  the  score. 

The  big  classic  with  Fishburne  on  Armistice  Day  was  held  on  the  Clay 
Bowl  before  one  of  the  largest  crowds  in  the  history  of  the  school.  There  were 
thrills  galore  and  naturally,  as  in  previous  years,  it  was  a  fight  from  start  to 
finish.  With  six  minutes  left  to  play  and  with  Augusta  leading  7  to  0,  Fishburne 
uncorked  a  bewildering  aerial  attack,  coupled  with  the  brilliant  end  running  of 
Whitlock,  and  when  the  final  whistle  blew,  led  14  to  7. 

After  a  much  needed  rest  the  Cadets  again  took  the  field  against  Handley 
High  of  Winchester.  Played  in  a  sea  of  mud  the  game  was  not  as  good  an 
exhibition  of  football  as  was  expected.  Augusta  time  after  time  ploughed  through 
their  lighter  opponents  for  touchdowns  and  the  Blue  and  White  leading,  24  to  0. 

Our  next  encounter  was  also  played  on  a  wet  field,  with  the  strong  W.  and 
L.  Reserves  as  the  opposers.  Neither  team  could  get  the  advantage  and  the  game 
ended  0  to  0. 

The  last  and  by  fair  the  best  and  classiest  game  of  the  season  took  place  on 
the  Clay  Bowl  Thanksgiving  morning  against  S.  V.  A.  In  this  fracas  Augusta 
showed  her  true  form,  with  each  man  playing  stellar  football,  and  downed  the 
highly  touted  Winchester  team  15  to  0.  A  fitting  ending  to  a  wonderful  season.

Two  factors  played  prominent  roles  in  the  poor  success  met  by  the  Varsity 
in  the  past  season,  namely;  “Old  Man  Hard  Luck”  and  good  basketball  on  the 
part  of  the  opposition.  Not  that  the  Augusta  team  played  a  poor  game  but  the 
other  fellow  just  happened  to  have  two  or  three  more  points  than  the  Key-det 
five.  Out  of  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games  the  Blue  and  White  led  at  the  close 
of  the  contest  just  exactly  six  times.  Four  of  the  games  dropped  to  opponents 
found  the  Cadets  only  slightly  behind  in  the  points  scored.  Captain  Colvin,  Tay¬ 
lor,  Mann  Sproul,  and  Heistand  from  last  year’s  team  or  squad,  were  all  back, 
while  Kelley,  W.,  and  Jacob  were  the  most  promising  looking  new  men  in  the 
first  few  scrimmages. 

After  three  weeks  of  practice,  the  first  game  of  the  season  against  V.  S.  D.  B 
resulted  in  an  easy  23  to  8  win  for  Augusta.  The  Blue  and  White  combination, 


consisting  of  Captain  Colvin  and  Sproul,  guards;  Kelley,  W.,  center;  and  Mann 
and  Jacob,  forwards,  proved  too  much  for  the  visitors,  and  the  game  was  never 
in  doubt. 

The  team  next  met  Bridgewater,  conquerors  of  V.  M.  I.,  losing  by  a  43  to 
26  verdict.  On  January  17th  the  Fort  Defiance  team  lost  a  well  played  game  to 
the  fast  W.  and  L.  Fresh.  Handley  High,  of  Winchester  were  played  in  Mem¬ 
orial  Hall  and  fell  victims  to  the  Roller  basket  tossers,  the  final  score  being  27 
to  19.  On  the  following  night  we  lost  to  Bliss  Electrical  School,  82  to  23. 

With  a  return  game  at  Bridgewater  College,  Augusta  was  the  loser  to  a  bet¬ 
ter  team.  Journeying  to  Lynchburg  for  our  annual  game  with  Episcopal  High, 
the  Valley  boys  lost  to  the  Alexandrians  in  one  of  the  best  games  of  the  season. 
After  a  hard,  uphill  fight,  A.  M.  A.  was  downed  41  to  34.  Playing  R.  M.  A. 
the  next  morning  at  Bedford  was  too  much  of  a  strain  for  the  Augusta  Quintet 
and  they  succumbed  to  a  50  to  30  defeat. 

S.  C.  1.  was  next  encountered  and  vanquished  by  a  32  to  27  count.  A  few 
days  later  Augusta  lost  a  heart  breaking  game  to  our  old  rivals,  Fishburne,  at 
Waynesboro.  It  was  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play  that  the  Orange  and  Maroon 
pulled  away  and  at  the  final  whistle  led  21  to  19.  The  following  night  Blue  Ridge 
College  took  a  listless  game  from  Augusta  on  the  A.  M.  A.  floor.  The  fast  Car¬ 
olina  Freshmen  were  next  in  line  and  proved  too  much  for  the  lighter  team, 
winning  31  to  16. 

Showing  the  poorest  form  of  the  season  the  Blue  and  White  quint  went  down 
to  defeat  before  the  fast  Woodberry  Five.  Playing  Fishburne  a  return  game  on 
the  Augusta  Court  the  Fort  Defiance  outfit  obtained  ample  revenge  for  their  de¬ 
feat  earlier  in  the  season  and  won  a  close  battle  by  a  16  to  15  count.  Traveling 
to  Winchester  for  the  last  scheduled  game  of  the  season  we  lost  to  S.  V.  A.  in 
a  game  featured  by  the  excellent  shooting  of  the  S.  V.  A.  forwards. 

The  annual  State  Tournament  at  Lexington  began  on  March  5th  and  it  was 
in  this  that  the  Augusta  team  came  up  to  its  true  form.  Defeating  first  the  strong 
R.  M.  A.  basketeers  they  climbed  up  to  within  striking  distance  to  the  finals.  This 
was  assured  them  when  on  the  next  night  they  beat  Benedictine  College.  In  the 
final  game  of  the  year,  and  the  deciding  game  for  the  Prep  School  Champion¬ 
ship  of  Virginia,  A.  M.  A.  was  defeated  by  S.  M.  A.  by  the  close  score  of  19 
to  16.
